POSTAL RATES INCREASE JANUARY 7TH 


Increased rates for all 
classes of mail except par- 
cel post and international 
mail will go into effect 
January 7, Postmaster 
Robert Cooper reminded 
postal customers recently. 

“Even with the new 
rates of six cents for first- 
class mail and 10 cents 
for air mail, postal ser- 
vice is still a_ real 
bargain,”’ Postmaster 
Cooper declared, “‘For six 
cents you can send a letter 
to any of the 50 states, 
to any United States Terri- 
tory or possession, toCan- 
ada or Mexico, or to an 
American serviceman sta- 
tioned anywhere in the 
world,” 
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Postmaster Cooper 
pointed out that the new 
rate for postcards will be 
fice cents and for air mail 
post cards eight cents, 

He said the added cent 
in the letter rate is a 
20 per cent increase com- 
pared to a 24 per cent 
boost in rates for mailing 
newspapers and magazines 
and a 34 percent hike for 
advertising circulars, 
“occupant ’ mail, and other 
material in the third-class 
category. 

The new rate of six 
cents per ounce for first 
class mail applies up to 
13 ounces and the new rate 
of 10 cents per ounce for 
air mail applies up to 7

ounces, Under the new rate 
structure all first -class 
mail over 13 ounces and 
all air mail over 7 ounces 
will be murged intoa single 
category. 

These heavier pieces of 
first-class and air mail 
subject to the single rate 
schedule will be delivered 
by the fastest available 
means of transportation. 

A flat rate of 80 cents 
will be charged for all 
mail in this category up 
to one pound, For all mail 
weighing more than one 
pound, the present air par- 
cel post rates will con- 
tinue to apply except that 
the postage on matter 
weighing between one and 
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five pounds will change at 
half-pound intervals rather 
than one pound intervals, 

Postmaster Cooper said 
that the new rate structure 
will mean a reduction of 
postage on some parcels, 

Another rate change that 
will affect the general pub- 
lic is the increase from 
four to six cents for the 


first two ounces Of 
individual pieces of third- 
class mail, Unsealed 


greeting cards may be sent 
at this rate, Postmaster 
Cooper said. 

He emphasized that the 
new rate on unsealed greet- 
ing cards will not go into 
effect until January 7 and 
until then they canbe mail- 
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ae 


ed at the old rate of tour 
cents, 

Postmaster Cooper also 
noted that effective January 
7 special handling will be 
available on third-class 
parcels weighing between 
eight and sixteen ounces, 
Special handling has not 
been available on these 
parcels since 1958, when 
packages weighing between 
eight and sixteen ounces 
were transferred from 
fourth to third-class mail, 

There will be no changes 
in the charges for special 
delivery, special handling, 
registered mail, certified 
mail, cash on delivery or 
insurance, Postmaster 
Cooper said. 


‘*We have anample sup= 
ply of one-cent stamps on 
hand’’, Postmaster Cooper 
said, ‘for those people who 
have five-cent stamps and 
need one-cent stamps to 
make up the postage re- 
quired under the new rate.”’ 


Higher rates will also 
go into effect January 7 
for all categories of 
second - class mail, bulk 
rate third-class mail, cone 
trolled circulation mail, 
and the educational mater- 
ials category of fourthe 
class mail, Mailers using 
these classes who need in- 
formation on the new rates 
should contact the local 
Cooper said.

Preparing for Motherhood 


How the March of Dimes Fights Birth Defects 


By VIRGINIA APGAR, M.D., M.P.H.

American mothers are get- 
ting younger every year, This 
doesn’t mean we've found 
the fountain of youth, It 
means that our women are 
having children at an earlier 
age than in past generations. 

One-third of all our first 
borns today have mothers 19 
years old or under, 

As a physician associated 
with the March of Dimes in its 
fight against birth defects I’ve | 
given a lot of thought to the 
effect a mother’s age has on} 
her own health and the health 
of her baby. I also wonder why 
our girls and boys are getting 
married so young. 

One reason for the lower 
marriage age is that the young 
generation today feels so inse 
cure, A jittery world makes 
them reach out to each other 
for reassurance and a sharing 
of problems. Thus they marry 
earlier. 

There is also a biological ex- 
planation that I’ve come across 
in my studies of public health. 
You might be surprised to 
learn there is evidence that as 
a population gets more civil- 
ized, its women mature at an 
earlier age. No one knows why 
this happens, but it is thought 
to be due to proper nutrition 
and healthy living conditions. 

Quite a few girls from more 
advanced societies are able to 
become pregnant well before 
they enter their teens. I re- | 
cently asked an old friend, Dr. 
Winslow Tompkins. obstetrical | 
consultant to the Department 
of Health, Education, and Wel- | 
fare’s Children’s Bureau, if he | 
knew of any girls who became | 
mothers that young. 

“Why, yes,” said Dr. Tomp- 
kins, “my department has rec- 
ords of mothers of only eight | 
and 10 years, startling as this | 
may seem.” 

Early motherhood poses a | 
serious responsibility to our | 
society. The job becomes more | 
difficult when young girls be- | 
come mothers before their bod- | 
ies are completely ready to!

we cannot emphasize too 
strongly the importance of 
proper preconceptional care 
and prenatal care. 

Research has shown that the 
fetus develops all its organs 
during the first 40 days of preg 
nancy. This makes the first 40 
days just about the most im 
portant time of the entire nine 
months. Yet it is not possible 
today to deterntine pregnancy 
before the nineteenth day. This 
brings us to the obvious con 
clusion that a woman can be 
pregnant and not even know it 
at the very time that her baby 
needs the greatest protection, 

I would therefore suggest a 
health regimen of balanced 
meals, a minimum of drug in 
take and alert responsibil 
ity toward one’s body. Every 
young woman should be 
brought up with the idea that 
she is the mother of future gen 
erations and must take care of 
her body. She needs regular 
medical supervision. 

Everyone knows, and many 
pay no attention to the fact, 
that a proper diet goes a long 
way toward insuring good 
health. Excessive vitamin in- 
take is not necessary if a well-

Mothers who smoke 
tend to produce smaller babies, 
and younger mothers also tend 
to produce smaller babies, so 
you can imagine what happens 
in a combination of youth and 
smoking. Smaller babies and 
premature infants frequently 
do not survive the first month. 

The United States, the 
wealthiest country in the 
world, occupies 17th place in 
infant mortality. This is a very 
poor record, The March of 
Dimes conducts programs of 
research, treatment and educa- 
tion to help assure every baby 
of his birthright to be born 
healthy. However, a large part 
of the job depends on the 
future mothers and fathers.
